Response to Amendment 

1 . Responsive to the amendment filed on May 26, 2005, claims 1 , 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 
11, 14, 15, 19, 20, 21, 22 have been entered as requested. 

The new claim 24 has been entered as requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -24 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 1 , 11, 15 and 1 9 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited 
references taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose monitoring 
the event of a difference in the capacity of a first and second connection part, 
defining the extent of the detected event, and checking whether the extent of the 
detected event fulfills a predetermined condition. If the condition is fulfilled, the 
capacity allowed for the first connection part is adjusted so that the difference 
between capacities of the first and connection part decreases. 

It is noted that the closest prior art, Oomuru discloses a monitoring means for 
monitoring the bandwidth from a first and second terminal, an analyzing means for 
determining a common bandwidth, a comparing unit comparing the determined 
bandwidth to a threshold, and a bandwidth changing means for changing the bandwidth 
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when a threshold is exceeded. However, Oomuru fails to disclose or render obvious the 
above underlined limitations as claimed. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. 

(a) Kobayashi (US 5978380) discloses a traffic detecting means for monitoring a 
channel capacity and a channel capacity change determining means.
